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REPORT. 


The  Committee  of  Examination  on  the  Qualifications  of 
Teachers  of  the  Second  Examination  Division,  respectfully 
report,  that  agreeably  to  notice  given,  an  examination  for  Princi- 
pal Teachers  in  Grammar  and  Unclassified  Schools,  and  for 
Assistant  Teachers  in  the  Public  Schools  of  the  First  School 
District  of  Pennsylvania,  was  held  at  the  North-West  School 
house,  Race  street  west  of  Broad,  on  Saturday,  the  10th  of 
January,  1857. 

The  representatives  of  the  Examination  Division,  were  assisted 
in  their  labors  by  Messrs.  Maguire,  Cregar,  James  and  Sterling, 
Principals  of  Grammar  Schools  in  the  Second  Division. 

Annexed  will  be  found  a copy  of  the  questions  submitted  to 
the  persons  examined,  with  the  rules  observed  in  conducting  the 
examination ; to  which  is  appended  the  result,  showing  the  aver- 
ages of  each  person  in  the  several  branches  of  study,  who  obtained 
50  and  upwards. 

The  committee  were  unanimous  in  recommending  that  an 
average  of  75  be  required  of  applicants  for  the  situation  of 
Principal  of  a Grammar  School,  and  GO  for  that  of  Principal  of 
an  Unclassified  School ; and  that  candidates  for  the  positions  of 
Assistant  Teachers,  who  obtained  an  average  of  65  or  over,  be 
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granted  a certificate  for  the  situation  of  First  Assistant  in  a 
Grammar  School ; those  obtaining  55,  and  under  65,  certificates 
as  Second  Assistants,  and  those  50  and  under  55,  certificates  as 
Third  Assistants. 

There  were  13  Applicants  for  the  position  of  Principal  in  a 
Grammar  School,  and  78  for  Assistants.

The  Committee  would  also  recommend  that  Janette  Dubois, 
having  received  an  average  of  58.2  on  the  examination  for 
Principals,  be  granted  a certificate  for  the  position  of  First  As- 
sistant in  a Grammar  School.

— The  questions  in  Mensuration  and  Geography  were  prepared  by 
Mr.  Sterling ; those  in  Algebra  and  History  by  Mr.  James ; those  in  Arithmetic 
and  Etymology  by  Mr.  Maguire;  those  in  Grammar  by  Mr.  Cregar;  and  the 
remainder  by  members  of  the  Committee.  In  computing  the  averages,  the 
candidates  were  marked  ciphers  for  all  studies  in  which  the  papers  were  not 
handed  in,  and  the  averages  of  such  only  as  reached  50  are  published.] 
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QUESTIONS 

For  the  Examination  of  Candidates  for  Principal  Teachers  in 
a G-rammar  School , held  at  the  North  West  School  House , 
Saturday , January  10 th,  1857. 

N.  B. — Until  the  results  of  the  Examination  in  the  several  branches  are  ascer- 
tained, and  the  averages  computed,  the  Candidates  will  be  known  to  the  Exami- 
ners only  by  the  numbers  on  the  cards  distributed  to  them.  Care  should  be 
taken  to  write  the  Candidate’s  number  distinctly  upon  the  top  of  each  page,  and 
to  write  only  on  one  side  of  the  paper,  leaving  a margin  on  the  left  side  of  the 
page.  Candidates  will  seal  and  endorse  with  their  numbers  an  envelope,  con- 
taining a statement  of  the  name,  age,  residence,  the  length  of  time  engaged  in 
teaching,  and  any  other  particulars  it  may  be  desirable  to  communicate.  The 
Examination  in  Reading  will  be  oral.  That  in  the  other  branches  will  be  in 
writing.  The  Penmanship  will  be  marked  from  the  paper  containing  the 
Orthography  exercise.  Each  set  of  answers  must  be  put  upon  a separate  paper, 
and  handed  up  as  it  is  finished,  before  proceeding  to  another  set  of  questions. 
No  Applicants  under  seventeen  years  of  age  will  be  examined ; and  no  one  will 
be  permitted  to  take  a copy  of  the  questions  from  the  room  before  two  o’clock. 
In  Arithmetic,  Mensuration,  and  Algebra,  the  work,  and  not  merely  the  result, 
must  appear  on  the  paper.
